KITES FOR WAR SIGNALS. 


William A. Eddy, After Experiment- 


In K, IleMfvcii Be Hn» Arrived 


*t Sa«I«f«ctory Hevclt*. 


While pursuing his experiments in 


kite flying, at Bay on ne, .N, J., VVilliam 
A. Eddy has arrived at a result" which 
he believes can be made serviceable in 
war signaling aloft.

Eddy, in his latest experiment, in which 
he sent aloft electric light drawn from 
the surrounding atmosphere, be has 
achieved a result hitherto unknown. 
It v.-as nt BayoDoe that the experiment 
was conducted. At

steady electric light emanating from a 
clear sky and without a battery, fric- 
tion machine or dynamo, began to glow 
at the earth, tmd Sve minutes later it 
Tvas paid out upward to a height of 
about 400 feet,' where it remained for 
about half an bour. It was then hauled' 
in for the purpose of changing" the 
spark gap. This sparking apparatus op- 
erated by Mr. Eddy wassuspended from 
a steel wire sustained aloft by one kite 
six feet in diameter, the wire being at- 
tached directly to the kite, which car- 
rier! it upward without other cable or 
flying line.

coast and the jjtilf Are in very good 
condition. 
The engineers l:n.ve done 


good work. 
While the harbors are 


only partly protected, it woiili! not 
be safe for a hostile battleship or fleet 
to enter them now. None of the hur- 
bors is completely fortified. The four 
preut harbors of the Pacific coast1 at 
which defensive works are being erect- 
ed are Puget sound, the mouth of the 
Columbia river. San Francisco and San 
Diego. 


"There are only enough artillerists 


stationed on the coast to take care of 
the guns—not, enough to man them. 
The g«ns are great pieces of machin- 
ery and require very skilled artillerists 
to take aare of them and to handle 
them, ifon: artillery is ueedevl alfin^ 
fhe entire coast of 4.000 miles, includ- 
ing' the Atlantic, Pacific accl iriilf. 


"The garrisons were not siiiliciently 


strong at the posts 1 visited. This is 
due to tin: fact that, most of the army 
is out of the country at present. Con- 
gress authorized a regular army of 
Ca.nOO men and 35.000 men for the ex- 
isting emergency. For a good nmiiy 
years I have boon in favor of one sol- 
dier for every thousand of our people.
